tool to the American book-trade. The Mid- 
Year Index of Announcements, now published, 
endeavors to include the books of June, July 
and August and any such books of the late 
spring as failed to be included in the Spring 
Announcement Number which is issued in 
March. 

Again, on the first of January, a Mid-Win- 
ter Index of Announcements will be printed, 
which will cover the books of December, 
January and February and such books of the 
late fall as were not included by publishers in 
the big Fall Announcement Number of 
September. 


Thus, between those two important keys to 
book publishing, the Fall Announcement Num- 
ber and the Spring Announcement Number 
all other books will be picked up and indexed, 
so that booksellers can easily find necessary 
information about books demanded. When a 
bookshop gets a call for a current book not 
on the shelves or counters, the first thing for 
the clerk to do will be to turn to the latest one 
of these quarterly indexes, and, if the book is 
not there, to the previous issue. The name of 
the publisher will in this way be quickly 
available. 


As far as possible, with due allowance for 
the uncertain nature of the publishing busi- 
ness, these lists will be made complete. They 
cannot be as complete, however, or as accurate 
in description as the Weekly Record, in which 
B books are entered as soon as they are actually 
issued with a much more detailed description 
than is possible in a long list. 

To make these quarterly announcements 
most valuable, the careful co-operation of the 
Publicity department of the publisher is neces- 
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sary, and, with the pressure of getting books 
ready and getting them manufactured and-ad- 
vertised, it sometimes happens that a publisher 
forgets that it is of little use to create a de- 
mand for a new publication in the bookstores 
if, when the customer gets there, the bookseller 
has no key as to where the book is to come 
from. Consumer publicity and bookstore ad- 
vertising and publicity must go hand in hand. 


The editors of the PusiisHERS’ WEEKLY 
will welcome comment on the service rendered 
by the Weekly Record and Quarterly An- 
nouncements, in order that they may plan for 
still further improvements. 


Why Aren’t the Books There? 


HE Literary Review of June 23rd printed 
ib long and very interesting letter from 

Arthur Ruhl, describing an experience 
which a friend of his had had in buying his 
most recent volume in a Philadelphia book- 
store. Mr. Ruhl takes up the whole question 
of the difficulties of obtaining books, and sug- 
gests that the answer should be that booksellers 
have all the new books sent to them for dis- 
play so that their. public might be sure of 
finding what they want when they want it. 


The many difficulties in such a project 
would be, perhaps, obvious in the book-trade. 
There is no bookstore large enough to hold 
the books that would be sent to it, if it proved 
to be any objective to a publisher to have 
all his books. displayed in all the stores 
on the date of publication. Some limit has to 
be set, and the most workable plan of selection 
is to have the size of the stock dependent on 
the. bookseller’s own estimate of the interest 
of his clientele and based, also, on his power 
of investment. 


Booksellers have sometimes argued that they 
should have the books on consignment, such 
books as they themselves selected, but no 
bookseller has. asked that all the books be 
sent to him on the publisher’s selection, which 
would overflood his store. Mr. Ruhl suggests 
the possibility of a study of French methods, 
but, as the French book-trade is far from be- 
ing satisfied with the effectiveness its 
own distribution and. has, in the past .few 
years, been taking active steps to find some 
answer to its difficulties, it may be that only 
distance lends attractiveness to this suggestion. 
The statement that in any small French town 
one will find a book dealer with as large a 
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stock as the New York Brentano’s is not borne 
out by other testimony that we have. 

It would be well if this whole question of 
distribution could be extended so that all in- 
terested groups could be given space to discuss 
the subject. Certainly the book-trade will 
welcome suggestions from authors or public, 
especially if a way can be found to put them 
to practical use. 

When Mr. Ruhl wrote to his publisher, 
pointing out the fact that there were none of 
his books in Philadelphia, the publisher re- 
plied by pointing out how much advertising 
he was doing in other cities. The idea that con- 
sumer advertising answers the whole problem 
of book distribution is not, to our minds, 
sound. To stimulate interest in a book title 
without at the same time producing any in- 
terest among the distributors is wasteful and 
ineffective. A bookseller receiving an inquiry 
for a book which has not been called to his 
attention by the publisher, either in trade ad- 
vertising or by the traveler, is very much in- 
clined to deprecate the importance of the book. 
If its publisher has not thought enough of the 
book to bring it to his attention, it may be a 
book that he is only advertising to please the 
author’s vanity. There is no productive in- 
dustry that does not attempt to key its con- 
sumer advertising with its distribution, and 
when consumer advertising steps too far be- 
yond distribution, there is great economic 
waste. 

One other point that comes out in Mr. 
Ruhl’s letter is the fact that, in several stores 
where the book was asked for, no salesman 
succeeded in persuading the inquirer to place 
an order for the book. This would indicate, 
on one hand, how important it is to have 
books in stock for examination, and, on the 
other hand, how much might be done to give 
the public a better understanding of the ease 
with which books can be ordered. No other 
line of merchandise has such complete tools 
and equipment for special orders, and no 
other department of a store undertakes orders 
of this kind with such cheerfulness, whether 
they be profitable or not.

Turnover Again 


T is interesting to find a leading article by 
| James Simpson, president of the Marshal] 

Field Company, emphasizing the fact that 
there are things as important as turnover to 
the merchant. In the System Magazine of 
July, he points out that a large store must 
carry many items with slow turnover simply 
to meet the needs of particular customers and 
to make sure that people do not enter the 
store and turn away disappointed. This em- 
phasis, he suggests, needs always to be made. 

But the continued pressure for better under- 
standing of turnover has been a feature of all 
current trade periodicals because there have 
been more merchants who understood the 
needs of keeping widely assorted stocks than 
there have been merchants who understood 
the importance of quickly turned stocks. 


The essential value of turnover to the book- 
seller is in three directions: 


1. It permits larger business to be done on 
a smaller capital. 


2. It means less floor and storage space 
needed for the same amount of business. 


3. It means less depreciation charge at the 
end of the year. 


These facts make a real showing when the 
year’s totals are made. 


Authors’ Gathering in New York 


T the May gathering of the P. E. N. Club 
in London, a decision was made to have 
the next international meeting in New York 
in 1924. The P. E. N. Club is an international 
organization of writers with branches in a 
dozen different countries. At the first gather- 
ing in London, Romain Rolland, president of 
the French section, and Johan Bojer were 
among those who spoke. John Galsworthy, 
president of the English section, was presiding. 
Both Mr. Galsworthy and Mr. Bojer expect to 
be here next May, and possibly Mr. Rolland. 
It is also expected that Mrs. Dawson Johnson, 
the founder of the idea of the P. E. N. Club, 
will be present, as will also Rebecca West, H. 
G. Wells, J. D. Beresford, and several others. 
At the London Convention, the American 
branch was represented by Kate Douglas Wig- 
gin, vice-president, and Maxwell Aley, secre- 
tary.

The Published Plays of 1922-1923 


nk Shay 


Editor of “Fifty Contemporary One-Act Plays,” etc. 


HE late and not so greatly lamented 
theatrical season crept out like a citizen 
rushing to pay his income tax. It was 
not a great season nor was it an unsucessful 
one for the managers: with a few exceptions 
it was decidely a mediocre one. A few new 
dramatists crept surreptitiously to the front, 
several old ones performed according to the 
rules, and there was the usual preponderance 
of junk. It will not stand out like the season 
of 1921-22, nor will it register as low as the 
season of 1919-20. Our point, however, is not 
to discuss the season as a theatrical venture, 
but to find out what it meant to publishers and 
booksellers. 
According to the New York Times there 
were presented to the New York public 198 


by carrying a judicious selection of the newly 
published plays. 

In actual production much depends upon 
the talent and ability of the cast. A good 
play can be ruined by an inferior cast and, as 
is the case on Broadway just now, inferior 
plays can be so well handled as to deceive the 
public. This difficulty is eliminated in the 
printed play: the published version must stand 
on its own feet or fail. If we take the ten 
best plays (the selection is the writer’s) pro- 
duced in New York during the last season 
we find all of them in print. They are:

theatrical productions in the year ending June+/ Rain. (short story). By Somerset Maugham. 


30th. Of this total 55 were musical and of 
the balance one was a hang-over from the 
previous season. This leaves 142 productions 
which may be considered dramatic. Of this 
number at least 100 were mediocre or plain 
rotten. The balance remaining were plays 
worthy of the attention of book publishers 
and all of them found their way into book 
form, or were dramatizations of books already 
published. 

So far book publishers do not accept the 
managerial dictum of giving the public what 
it wants, at least, in the field of drama. They 
have not yet convinced booksellers that plays 
will sell and to guard against adverse criticism 
they publish only the best of the season’s offer- 
ings. True, many of the plays were published 
previous to production but the fact remains 
that out of the helter skelter of original pro- 
ductions publishers found seventeen plays 
worthy a place on their lists. And, in several 
cases, these plays did not prove successful 
from the managerial point of view. “March 
Hares” and “Roger Bloomer” are two shining 
xamples of this contention. 


Many booksellers do know of the steady and 
ever increasing demand for published plays; 
hat it is quite as easy to sell a play as to sell 
a novel. They know that the reader who seeks

The Window of Prehistoric Man 


HE exhibit of Professor McGregor’s

Bookstore in Indianapolis, says that: 


“The window created a lot of excitement on 
Washington Street. From fifteen to twenty 
people were around the window all the time, 
and discussions of the pros and cons of evolu- 
tion were very marked. One morning two 
Biblical quotations were found pasted on the 
window.. Some friends were surprised that 
the store should have such an exhibit. It sold 
over forty books.” 


Making Books Fashionable 


N his address before the Illinois book- 

sellers, Howard Vincent O’Brien suggested 
that the booksellers should turn their minds to 
the problem of making reading and book 
buying fashionable. He believed that it was 
dinner conversation that sold books. “One 
person says to the other, ‘Have you read such 
and such a book?’ His neighbor parries that 
and makes a similar inquiry, and, between 
them, the discussion of those two books is 
carried further and two potential book buyers 
have been created.” 

Another comment of Mr, O’Brien on the 
bookselling conditions was that publishers had 
come to feel “that the success of a book the 
country over depended on the success of that 
book in New York. It is not true that the 
willful adolescents of Greenwich Village can 
determine what the country shall read.” 
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Good Book-Making 


HE past year has’ seen, in the field of 

graphic arts, a very general effort to give 

more credit to the leaders which this 
country has produced, and, notable among 
such appreciations, have been the numerous 
honors bestowed upon Frederic W. Goudy, 
now honorary president of the American In- 
stitute of Graphic Arts. In speaking of the 
award to Mr. Goudy of the gold medal of 
the Institute, J. Thomson Willing, president 
of the Institute, stated that this award was 
made “in ‘recognition of Mr. Goudy’s work 
in improving the design of lettering. Taste 
in lettering, making it agreeable to the eye 
and easy to decipher, giving each letter its 
divine proportion is a great contribution to 
the culture of our time; indeed, to the culture 
of all time, for its use is permanently in 
monumental construction. If the country is to 
have a great art, it must begin by having 
knowledge, wisdom and taste, and discern 
what is fine and what is meretricious in the 
art that confronts it from day to day.” 

There is no art that more continuously 
confronts the eye than the art of typography, 
and the steady emphasis which is working to 
develop an appreciation of good type design 
and good typesetting means that the next 
decade will see a still greater demand for the 
right use of types and the right setting of 
books. 

In replying to the felicitations extended to 
him on the twentieth anniversary of the Vil- 
lage Press, which is now being moved from 
Forest Hills, Long Island, to Marlborough, 
N. Y., Mr. Goudy said, in part: 

“Books constitute the world’s memory in 
visible form. Every great book is an action; 
every great action is a book. With the inven- 
tion of printing, valuable tools were nourished 
to maturity. When printing includes a degree 
of beauty and presents the author’s thought 
in monumental form suitable to its magnitude, 
its beauty makes visible man’s admiration for 
that thought.” 

The June 20th issue of the American 
Printer, which gives much special notice to 
the Village Press and Mr. Goudy’s work, 
prints, also, a very interesting article by 
George French, commenting on the exhibit in 
the American Institute of Graphic Arts of 
fifty American books. Of these books, “in- 
comparably the best single exhibit is Mr. 
Updike’s two-volume set on ‘Printing Types.’ 
Considering the condition of book-making in 
the trade and for the trade, this piece of work 
must be regarded as of special significance 
and value. Not one item of care and atten- 


tion to the best standards has been made less 


than one hundred per cent perfect. This and 
other exhibits of Mr. Updike’s shows plainly 
that he has continued to. grow, and that the 
work during ‘the period covered by the 
exhibits shows certain qualities more plainly 
than he showed them even.a few years ago. 
He makes nearly perfect books for the pur- 
pose they are intended to serve.” It is inter- 
esting to note that booksellers are already 
getting an advance price on -the first edition 
of this monumental work of Mr. Updike’s. 


Among the attractive books that have come 
to. hand in recent weeks is “The Powder of 
Sympathy” by Christopher Morley (Double- 
day, Page). The author has been especially 
fortunate in having again the collaboration of 
Walter Jack Duncan as an illustrator. In 
Mr. Morley’s whimsical literary essays thus 
gathered, the illustrator has entered so com- 
pletely into the spirit of the thing that the 
resulting book has greatly increased attraction. 


Two alluring books in smal! format are 
“Selected Poems of John Masefield” from the 
Macmillan Company, a small 12mo bound in 
flexible, dark blue cloth, with black face type, 
and from Henry Holt “The Selected Poems 
of George Sterling,” which, in type page and 
especially in binding supply a make-up that 
will be much liked by the poetry lover. The 
small volume, such as these represent, brings 
to mind some of the famous volumes of J. M. 
Dent & Sons, and it seems not unlikely that 
the public would welcome more books of this 
size, something under seven inches in height. 
One of the most beautiful series that Dent 
ever made was the Mediaeval Town Series, 
to which has just been added, after a long 
pause, a new volume on “Bologna.” The type 
page in this series is particularly attractive, 
with the italic headings set close to the inside 
margin and the page numbering at the bot- 
tom. 

The Lakeside Press, Chicago, R. R. Donnel- 
ley & Sons Company, have been issuing a 
series of historic classics, and the new volume 
is called “John Long’s Voyages and Travels, 
1768-1788.” The publishers have taken great 
pride and interest in this series, and the bind- 
ing as well as the paper and type will make 
the book welcome to students and casual 
readers. 

The Yale University Press is publishing for 
the Institute of Politics of Williams College 
some of the results of its conferences, and 
has just printed “Round Table Conferences 
of the First Session, 1921,” with very full 
notes and reading lists. 
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Houghton, Mifflin Company is to be credited 
with two handsome books of travel: one, 
“Old Indian Trails” by Walter McClintock, 
an octavo of fine appearance and with beauti- 
fully reproduced photographs, some in color; 
the other, Charles F. Saunders’s “The South- 
ern Sierras of California,” similar in style 
to some of the previous books this house has 
had on California country. 

Mr. Huebsch’s careful use of the conserva- 
tive Caslon typography is again shown in 
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Glenn E. Plumb’s “Industrial Democracy,” a 
book very attractive to pick up and suitably 
bound. i 

A dainty book of pleasant format is “Varj- 
ety in the Little Garden” by Mrs. Francis 
King, a broad octavo with exceptionally well 
produced photographs and head and tail 
pieces. 

A. A. Knopf has made a good 12mo layout 
for “The Village” by Ivan Bunin, with a 
very well balanced title page in two colors. 


The Theory of Book Illustrating 


By Guillaume Janneau 
Translated from “La Renaissance” of April 7, 1923 


OOK illustrating has always made its 
strong appeal to many artists whether 
professionals in typographic art or not. 
It is instructive to hear what their experience 
and their reflections in this field have taught 
them. Charles Guerin, who teaches paint- 
ing at the Académie Colarossi and has a vast 
knowledge of technical methods, as well as a 
close and sincere observation of life, com- 
ments as follows on the art of illustration: 
“An illustrated book is an art object. Illus- 
tration is not done for readers who would 
not understand the work. It is addressed to 
connoisseurs. It does not aim to facilitate the 
understanding of the text: it is an embroidery, 
a witticism, a new variation, a work parallel 
to that of the writer, a sort of music written 
for a poem. It adds nothing to it, makes no 
comment, does not perfect it. It is another 
air composed on the same theme. [Illustration 
dares not even follow the text with too slav- 
ish a fidelity lest it harm the text and belittle 
itself. It is not at all transposition, it is not 
a kind of tracing of the literary description. 
It is well, undoubtedly, that the reader should 
get the sense of a secret understanding be- 
tween the author and the illustrator, but that 
is exactly the sort of thing that writers find 
dangerous for themselves. They consider 
themselves betrayed by too free an interpreta- 
tion, as well as by too literal a one which 
chills the reader’s imagination. Thus the dead 
are, in this case, more reasonable than the 
living: they permit this liberty which is neces- 
sary to art, necessary to the text itself, and 
the variety of design which taste may dictate.” 
This law of variety—‘“ennui was born 
when uniformity came”—is applied before all 
else in Gterin’s many works of illustration. 
“The needful thing,” he told the interviewer, 
“is to have the size and blackness of the type 
accord with that of the cuts. A lithograph 
needs a certain lightness. Too compact or too 


heavy, it would not go well with the printing. 
The woodcut is, undoubtedly, most in con- 
formity with tradition, but contemporary wood 
engraving is hardly at all like primitive wood 
engraving. The latter was, properly speak- 
ing, a stamp and required only one impression. 


The modern woodcut calls for a double im- | 


pression, like the etching with which the 18th 
century adorned its fine books, and the litho- 
graph which ornaments ours. One cannot 
dogmatize about these things, nor say which 
kind is better. The essential is to produce a 
beautiful book: leave it to the artist to choose 
its elements, paper, format, cover, ink, type; 


there is no type perfect in itself. The type is | 


a means of expression, it corresponds to the 
text. The artist should know his trade. And 
the page should be luminous; it ought to shine 
while keeping at the same time its fidelity to 
the facts. In short,” concluded Charles Guerin 
in a vigorous summing up, “you must not say 
‘I am going to draw a house,’ but ‘I am going 


to draw a house as it must be drawn to look |

well on the page. 


Pierre Laprade, the landscape painter, who | 


has made many watercolors and sketches for 
facsimile reproduction in illustrations, grants 


the illustrator a total independence—‘You | 


ask me whether a book should be illustrated ?” 
said he. “I will answer you with a truism: a 
poorly illustrated book makes me regret the 


very type, but a beautifully illustrated book is | 
its own reason for being. The illustration, | 
whatever it is, must be essentially decorative: | 
a sort of ornament laid on the text, not fol- | 


lowing it too closely under pain of hampering 
it, and never being so indiscreet as to exceed 
it. A book of pictures should be complete in 
itself. Never a commentary. I even think 
that the illustration of a book can keep its 
own personality almost independent of the 
text itself.” 

Laprade’s advice to illustrators is to remain 
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free. “Be yourselves,” is the recommendation 
made to them also by Antoine Bourdelle, the 
sculptor and architect, who has himself illus- 
trated several books and is, besides, a writer, 
critic and poet. “A book,” he declared, “is a 
kind of monument. As architecture enfolds 
sculpture, so typography encloses and frames 
the cut. There must be a perfect harmony 
and unity between the type and the engrav- 
ing; better than etching or lithography, wood 
engraving, which offers the same surfaces as 
the letter of printing, seems to suit typography. 
Therefore Perrichon is to engrave on wood 
the illustrations for the book in which I am 
going to study the work of Rodin. I find in 
wood another beauty which touches me par- 
ticularly: a beauty of austerity. It is not 
flowery nor consciously graceful; it is sober 
and pure. But that is my personal taste. 
There is, indeed, only one rule to be followed: 
to approach one’s task with the sincerity of 
the good workman, being careful to have the 
density of the black and white accord with 
that of the type. Undoubtedly the ideal would 
be to design one’s own type, but that is the work 
of a lifetime. One must work in full indepen- 
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dence: in art success justifies the undertaking. 
“As to the spirit of illustration, I believe 
that it must illumine the text and take its in- 


spiration from it at the same time. But a 
distinction must be made here. I cannot blame 
Flaubert for his horror of cuts that limit and 
circumscribe the imagination of the reader. I 
condemn the illustration of Dante by a Gus- 
tave Doré, but I would approve unreservedly 
that which Michel Angelo might have made 
for it. Doré was possessed of an amazing 
fancy, he was an admirable creator of spirits. 
His persons, his trees, his sea, his boats are 
fine specters, he illustrated the “Contes 
Drolatiques” excellently, but Dante is too great 
for him. The illustration of a great work re- 
minds one always of the remark of Lamar- 
tine when someone once proposed to write 
music for his ‘Lac’: ‘I thought I had com- 
posed the music for that myself.’ It is a 
terrible undertaking to escort a giant! 

“As to my method? I try to discover the 
source of the poet’s inspiration. One must 
follow in his direction, not walk in his foot- 
steps. The illustrator must remain himself,— 
respectfully but with freedom.”

Canada and the Wood Pulp 
Situation 


E American Pulp and Paper Associa- 

tion has filed with Secretary of State 
Hughes a protest against the - resolution 
which was passed by the House of Com- 
mons at Ottawa authorizing the Dominion 
Government to make resolutions prohibiting 
the exportation of freehold pulpwood, which 
is the raw material used by the paper mills 
of the United States. 


They claim this is the legislative culmina- 
tion of an inspired movement which started 
in Canada about four years ago, as a threat 
to the paper manufacturers of the United 
States, wh®, by means of the Underwood 
Resolution, so-called, were seeking a restora- 
tion of their rights in certain Crown Land 
leases, which were arbitrarily, if not illeg- 
ally, taken from them by the Province of 
Ontario in 1900, by the Province of Quebec 
in 1910 and by the Province of New Bruns- 
wick in 1912. 

This high-handed annulment of the rights 
of American paper manufacturers to the 
pulpwood reserves they. had acquired and 
paid for in the Crown Lands of the Provinces 
aforesaid, brought the growth of the news- 
print industry of the United States to a vir- 
tual standstill in 1910, and, together with 
the removal of all tariff protection to the 
United States product by the Reciprocity 
Act of 1911, and the Underwood Tariff Law 
of 1913, stimulated the Canadian paper in- 
dustry into abnormal activity. 

The protest further claims it is impossible 
too strongly to emphasize the disastrous 
results to the paper industry of the United 
States, to the publishing interests of the 
country and to the general reading public, 
that would follow the exercise of the power 
granted to the Government of the Dominion 
of Canada by the House of Commons to make 
regulations prohibiting the exportation, of 
pulpwood from freehold lands in Canada. 

The increased cost of pulpwood would find 
instant reflection in a large increase in the 
price of paper. Estimating conservatively, 
newsprint paper would have to be sold for 
$10 a ton more than the present price, thus 
placing an added charge of $25,000,000 a 
year on the publishers of the United States, 
and this estimate is for newsprint paper 
alone and does not cover the tremendous in- 
crease in the cost of magazine and book 
papers, the manufacture of which requires 
a larger proportion of pulpwood. 


Latest advices from Ottawa state that the 
resolution was passed by Parliament in its clos- 
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ing days. A commission .will study Canada’s 
wood pulp resources and report on the best 
policy to be adopted for their conscrvation. 


Fenno Buys Army Books 


HE auction sale of over half a million 
books, which took place at the Army Base 
in Brooklyn on June 28th, resulted in the 
purchase of the lot at about seven cents 
a volume by R. F. Fenno & Company, New 


York. The collection is mainly college text- 


books on agricultural and mechanical sub- 
jects, a large number of pamphlets and books 
in paper covers being included. The total! 
investment in the purchase is about $40,000.

The Oldest Russian Book Shop in New York

HE streets which lead to the oldest Russian 

book shop, present day and night, the pic- 
ture of a fantastic fair. It is a veritable king- 
dom of street vendors... Shoes and clothing are 
sold in the open: from pushcarts, along with 
hardware, fruit, antiques, hats, cushions, pic- 
tures, hosiery andj ;what-not. Haillvha, the 
delicacy of the Near East can be had here in 
bulk, at a nickel a lump. People buy raisins 
and figs lavishly, consuming them on the spot. 
“Real Russian kwas,’ a beverage made from 
rye, flows freely here. 

And in many a cellar kashniki, a millet dump- 
ling, is consumed together with a glass or two 
of kwas, a hot baked sweet potato or a pickled 
cucumber. 

In this setting, at 424 Grand street, we come 
upon Max Maisel’s Shop, the oldest Russian 
bookshop in America. A glance at the show 
windows gives a fair idea of its business. In 
the central window American and European 
books. are displayed—“‘A. Book about Myself,” 
by Dreiser, Hyndman’s “The Evolution of Rev- 
olution,” Romain. Rolland, D. H. Lawrence, 
James Branch Cabell.. The literary treasures of 
Russia, available in English, are all here—Dos- 


toievsky, Tolstoy, Turgeniev, Gogol, Tchekov. 
For those who are under the spell of the Mos- 
cow Art Theater’s presentation there are books 
on'the Russian theater and drama. Another 
window features Russian books in Russian, and 
a third displays the latest art magazines, Rus- 
sian, English and Jewish. 

There are several customers in the shop, ex- 
amining books, while a clerk lingers near. The 
proprietor is busy at his desk, leaning over his 
ledger. It is near the closing hour. 

“T should like to get some information about 
your bookshop.” A man with thick eye-glasses 


_ raises his head from the ledger. 


“I guess you will have to see the clerk. I 
have very little time. In three-quarters of an 
hour the curtain will rise at the theater of the 
‘chudejestvenniki, (a nickname for the Moscow 
Art Theater). What did you want to know, 
anyhow ?” 

As I answer his question, he resolutely closes 
the ledger. The telephone rings. He orders the 
clerk to answer the bell. “I will be busy with 
this gentleman. I am not in to anyone.” With 
unexpected fervor he draws his questioner 
nearer. “The bookshops of the East Side? 
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Why, man; they are an inseparable part of 
America’s growth in the realm of letters. 

“We started on this corner in 1893. We were 
selling ‘books for immigrants.’ Intellectuals 
from Russia were our original customers. They 
demanded the best in literature. We introduced 
that best here. It was an unnatural thing, this 
concenttation of book lovers, of truth seekers in 
the slums of the East Side. But the spirit was 
replanted. It spread. All over New York, all 
over America. A few days ago a young school 
teacher visited the store and bought some of the 
latest volumes by Cabell and Lawrence, Merej- 
kovsky’s “The Menace of the Mob” and sev- 
eral other books. ‘You do not know me,’ she 
remarked, ‘but I used to come here often with 
my father.’ 

“T recalled her father. He was a Russian in- 
tellectual, struggling along on the East Side, a 
great book lover. He instilled that love for bet- 
ter literature into his children; only while he 
demanded books in Russian, his daughter was 
consuming them in English. That’s why we are 
selling now more books in English than in Rus- 
sian. But the spirit is the same. It is the same 
search for the eternal truth.” 

The Russian bookshop serves not only the in- 
tellectuals. The bulk of Russian immigration 
during the last decade has consisted of peasants 
and jaborers. At best, they were graduates of 
the village church schools. They could read and 
write, but had slight interest in newspapers or 
books. The most striking fact about the mass 
of Russian immigrants is that their literary 
tastes have been developed in this country. 
Their literary progress is reflected in the book. 
shops which are conducted by every Russian 
newspaper. These shops have undergone a de- 
cided change. A decade ago their best sellers 
were “The Oracle,” “The Prognosticator of 
Dreams” and the “Epistolary Manual.” The 
demand for these books was so great that enter- 
prising booksellers republished them in this 
country. Worthless fiction by unknown auth- 
ors like “The Tale of Prince Bowa” or “How 
a Lioness Raised a Czar’s Son” had a large sale. 
Reading was only a pastime. There was little 
demand for books that teach, that require 
thought on the part of the reader. 

Then the war came. The supply of Russian 
books was cut off. Several publishing houses 
made their appearance. They started to publish 
the old “books for the people,” but these found 
no market. They tried the better books, and the 
response was beyond their expectations. Books 
by Tolstoy, Gorky, Andreyev, translations of 
Jack London, books on popular science, books 
on economics and political science replaced the 
old trash. “The Oracle” and “The Tale of 
Prince Bowa” were put in the back room, and 
soon disappeared altogether. Of the old favor- 
ites only the collections of songs survived, for 
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the Russian, no matter what his intellectual de- 
velopment, retains a sentimental attachment to 
his old homeland songs— to the unnamed “songs 
and poems of freedom,” “songs of the prison,” 
songs and odes dedicated to the Volga River, 
song-poems of Lermontov, Koltzov and Nek- 
rasov. But the trashy fiction has vanished. 

One Russian bookshop states that it is unable 
to fill all the orders for Jack London’s stories 
in Russian t@anslation. O. Henry finds a great 
number of Russian readers, and a collection of 
American’ short stories in Russian is contem- 
plated by one publisher. Booklets on popular 
science by two Russian authors, Rubakin and 
Lunkewitz, were named the best sellers by two 
Russian bookshops. Manuals of all kinds have 
a large sale. A great number of books on 
technical science are distributed. A text-book 
on the automobile and the tractor has proved to 
be a fine seller, despite the high retail price of 
$6.50 a copy. 

“TI remember well one laborer,” said a Rus- 
sian editor. “He used to visit our bookshop 
and our office with endless inquiries. He came 
here an illiterate, grown-up peasant. The news- 
paper was his First Reader. In two years’ time 
he brought in a story which we were glad to 
publish, Now I have seen his story in a 
volume published in Russian by a Circle of 
Laborer-Authors. \Most of them learned to 
read and write in this country.” The second 
volume of these self-made authors mentioned 
by the Russian editor appeared recently. It 
included verses as well as stories. 

While no statistical data is available, it is 
alleged that the Russians spend freely on books. 
To own a small carefully selected library of his 
own is the aim of every Russian whose interest 
in literature has been awakened. Public library 
facilities are out of reach for the tens of 
thousands of Russians who labor in the mines 
and mills of Pennsylvania, Illinois, West Vir- 
ginia, or Indiana. But wherever a Russian or- 
ganization is in existence, libraries are at once 
organized. And woe to the member of such a 
library who fails to return a book—his name 
is published in a newspaper and the organization 
does not hesitate to brand him “an enemy of the 
working class.” 

The rise of the Russian bookshop and the 
Russian library in this country is the best testi- 
mony to the mental development and progress 
of the Russian immigrant. The natural growth 
of the Russian bookshop into an American book 
business, with sales of American books pre- 
dominating, is another striking demonstration 
of the gradual absorption of the immigrant by 
American civilization. ‘Appreciation of his 
home literature leads the Russian immigrant 
to an interest in American letters which is 
bringing him into closer contact with Amer- 
ican spiritual and intellectual life.

Brown took the cover 
from the box, dis- 
closing quite a number of slips within. The 
day had been warm and sales a little slow and 
the class with its question-box feature offered 
a suggestion of novelty. Mr. Brown fingered 
one of the slips. 

“Let us start with this one,” he said. “ ‘Is 
the customer always right?’ Now, for myself, 
I think that there has been a great deal of 
nonsense said and written on that subject. 
One can avoid the extreme of constantly 
arguing with customers and on the other hand 
never putting a customer right when in error. 
Of course, the latter must be very carefully 
done, as it is very easy to offend, but, for 
one, I don’t think we should say that the cus- 
tomer is always right. If he should happen 
to ask for ‘Pickwick Papers’ by Thackeray he’s 
not right. Of course, if you assume a superior 
air, raise your eye-brows and say, ‘you mean 
by Dickens’ he isn’t going to like it any too 
well, but anybody with any tact or diplomacy 
can so easily carry to the customer the im- 
pression that he. misspoke, even if he really 
didn’t and really thought that Thackeray was 
the author of ‘Pickwick Papers.’ I have been 
a little skeptical about this customer always 





being right ever since I read of a little inci- 
dent. It seems that the proprietor of a cer- 
tain store noticed one of his employees in a 
violent dispute with a patron. Coming to the 
scene, he reprimanded the clerk, saying ‘never 
dispute with a customer. Haven’t I told you 
that the customer is 
always right?’ The 
clerk replied: ‘Maybe 
so, sir. This gentle- 
man just said that 
whoever ran this bus- 
iness didn’t know 
anything.’ So the cus- 
tomer being always 
right, I should say, is 
largely a mythical 
presumption. No one 
is always right. I 
know very well that 
I’m not and I think 
all of you will admit 
that you are not. So 
when I become a cus- 
tomer at some store, 
does that necessarily 
change me from a 
man who makes nu- 
merous mistakes to one who is always right? 
I think not. The basic presumption is false. 
But the real question is this: is it policy to 
assume to the customer that he is right? In 
a great many cases, yes. Certainly we can 
set it down as axomatic that we are never 
justified in argument or dispute with a cus- 
tomer. I remember years ago, we lost a good 
customer and thru an argument, worse still 
an argument that had nothing to do with 
business. We had a salesman at the time 

named Pilkins, and this customer always let 

Pilkins wait on him. But one day the cus- 

tomer told me that he was thru—and sure 

enough he never came back. I guess he still 

buys up at Crandall’s. And what do you 

suppose it was all about? Why, the thing he 

and Pilkins got so excited over that they 

refused to speak to each other was whether 

Eddie Collins was a better ball player than 

Hans Wagner. Foolish? Yes, but that is 

what argument gets you into. So, remember, 

that in Partland’s Bookstore, there is no con- 

tentious argument with customers. As for 

the rest, I leave it to your own good sense 

to pursue a sane, reasonable policy of tact 


seemetee, 
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and diplomacy that will give the public a 
favorable impression of this institution.” Mr. 
Brown picked up a second slip. 

“*Would we sell more books if there were 
no public libraries?’ I am going to answer 
that categorically by saying, ‘no, we would not.’ 
The time is too short for me to go into all 
the reasons for my opinion, but I firmly be- 
lieve that a city with a good library system 
buys more books than one with an inadequate 
one. If our library here closed its doors, we 
might sell a few more books for a short time, 
due to the stimulus for good reading already 
developed, but in the long run we would 
suffer greatly if this builder of book reading 
were eliminated. The question is interesting, 
but of little practical value. We face a con- 
dition, not a theory, and we must operate 
under the conditions as they exist, but I 
believe that we sell more books than we 
would without the libraries. Further, I be- 
lieve that in the long run, we would not be 
greatly benefited if Crandall’s were to go out 
of business. But that’s a long story and we 
must get on.” He unfolded another slip. 

“‘«Should we let a customer return a book 
which we recommend?’ If the book has 
been purchased on our recommendation end 
if in the customer’s mind, it does not measure 
up to what we said of it, or if it fails to serve 
the particular purpose he wanted it for, surely 
we should let him return it. We must make 
our word good and it isn’t good unless the 
customer concedes that it is. 

“Do magazines hurt the sale of books?’” 
Mr. Brown read. “No, I don’t think so ex- 
cept that possibly the sale of cheap magazines 
of little literary quality prevent the develop- 
ment of the reading taste that comes to de- 
mand good books. I think it wise for book- 
stores to place on their magazine stands only 
publications making some pretense of merit. 
On second thought I should sum it up by 
saying that the sale of high quality magazines 
does not hurt book sales, but that the large 
circulation of trashy stuff vitiates public taste 
and makes the sale of books more difficult. 

“Next question, ‘What is the best advertis- 
ing?’ Service, that much misused term, is the 
best advertising for a bookstore or any other 
business. It is the only advertising that keeps 
them coming. Big spread advertising brings 
them once; service brings them back. I ven- 
ture to say that a business can be successfully 
started on the foundation of one satisfied 
customer. You remember the old Mellen’s 
Food slogan (I think it was Mellen’s Food) 
“We are advertised by our loving friends.’ So 
are we advertised by our patrons—advertised 
favorably or the reverse as the case may be. 
I remember once Kokum’s opened a new candy 
store and spent a lot of money advertising:

I bought a pound of their candy—advertising 
did that. But. Mrs. Brown didn’t like Ko. 
kum’s chocolates as. well as Swinton’s, so as 
far as Iam concerned their advertising js 
unfruitful and a whole page in the newspaper 
or a battery of bill-boards would be of no 
avail. This is too big'a subject for tonight, 
but to summarize let me say that the way you 
handle your customers’ requirements is the 
best advertising.” 

“*Are books of today as good as those of 
years ago?’ With your. permission, I will try 
to get that question answered at our dinner 
next week.” Mr. Brown glanced at his 
watch. “There are still a number of ques- 
tions,” he said, “but our time is up and | 
think that I will postpone their consideration. 
Here is one question that is hardly germane 
to our discussion of this evening and I will 
turn it over to Mr. Gordon for his personal 
attention.” Mr. Brown folded the ‘slip and 
passing it to Gordon said: “Put it in your 
pocket forthe present.” 

“Our next meeting,” said Mr. Brown, “as 
you all know, will be our first annual dinner 
party, and I am sure that we are all looking 
forward to having a very good time. I have 
noticed that the committees are very much on 
the job and I am suré that the arrangements 
will be in perfect running order. That is all 
for tonight.” 

“I wonder what the question Mr. Brown 
turned over to me can be,” Gordon said to 
Miss Temple as they left the store together, 
as usual. He took it from his pocket and 
glanced at it and then. hastily concealed it 
again. 

“What is it?” said Miss Temple. .Never 
you mind,” said Gordon.

The Progress of Bookselling Cooperation 


In England

able condition of the book-trade only 

twenty-five years ago. One often hears 
ill-informed talk about the wonderful days of 
a by-gone generation, but such talk is very far 
from the truth if it applies to the latter half 
of last century. At that time underselling was 
rampant, and, as there was no restriction on 
giving discount to the public, booksellers were 
forced by “cutting” competition to sell new 
books at prices which barely covered working 
expenses and certainly gave no real profit. 
What was the result? Booksellers gave up 
keeping.stock.as they had done and, if they were 
able to remain in business at all, had to eke 
out a livelihood by devoting their energies to 
things other than books. Gradually the number 
of intelligent booksellers had dwindled to about 
a sixth of what it had been some fifty years 
before. 

This state of things has now greatly im- 
proved, and the bookselling trade is on a far 
surer foundation than ever before, thanks to 
the work of the Associated Booksellers, aided 
in various matters by the co-operation and good- 
will of the Publishers’ Association. 

The first big step forward in the bookselling 
trade took place in the year 1895, when the 


M ANY of us are apt to forget the lament- 


London Booksellers’ Society, which had been 
founded in 1890, was merged into a larger 
body, which from that date was known as the 
Associated Booksellers of Great Britain and 
Ireland. In this Association the best brains of 
the Trade met in order to discover what could 
be done to put the bookselling business in a 
condition worthy of itself. One can but ad- 
mire the wisdom of those men who realized 
that it was useless endeavoring to get better 
terms from the publishers until the booksellers 
had agreed among themselves to standardize the 
price at which books should be sold, as there 
would be no step forward in the trade until 
the principle of control of price was established. 

Publishers, too, came to realize this fact, and 
after long discussions it was agreed that con- 
trol of price could best be secured by abolish- 
ing the pernicious practice of selling books at 
a discount and by publishing books at a net 
cash price, a system which had been initiated 
by a leading publisher. Thus, out of joint 
labors and discussions, was born the Net Book 
Agreement between publishers and booksellers, 
the terms of which forbid the giving of dis- 
count from net books to the public. The net 
system came into force in 1900, and from that 
date the forward movement began. 
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During the course of the years the Asso- 
ciated Booksellers have built up a large and 
efficient organization for maintaining the Net 
Book Agreement. The publishers on their part, 
in all cases where definite proof is given of 
breaches of the Agreement, have inflicted the 
promised penalty on those who, heedless of the 
interests of the trade in general, have broken 
the rules of the Agreement. 

So far we have referred almost entirely to 
the Net Book Agreement because for this alone 
the Associated Booksellers deserve the whole- 
hearted support of every bookseller in Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

It must not be thought, however, that the 
only subject to which the Associated Book- 
sellers devote their attention is the maintenance 
of the Net Book Agreement. The question of 
improved trade terms, for example, is always 
before them. No less important is the problem 
of defining a bookseller and a bookshop, for 
on this depends the right of a trader to obtain 
a bookseller’s discount. The attitude of the 
Association is that while they welcome genuine 
competition they are jealous of any man who 
claims to be a bookseller and claims a book- 
seller’s discount without adequate credentials. 
This is a question which looms very large at 
the present moment. And there is another very 
closely related to it and equally important— 
the ever increasing list of authorities and in. 
stitutions that are recognized as entitled to 
trade discount. 

The Association is also alive to the necessity 
of doing everything possible to encourage in 
booksellers and their staffs a greater interest 
in and knowledge of their calling, realizing 
that what is rieeded is not “competition in cut- 
ting,” but “competition in competence.” 

No one can say that the book-trade does not 
demand the unceasing vigilance and willing 
service of every member of it. 

To enable the Association to carry on. its 
work more efficiently they have recently ap- 
pointed a General Secretary with Central 
Offices in London. The whole country is now 
being regrouped in districts, so that we may 
have not only national co-operation, but dis- 
trict co-operation (and in our trade it is won- 
derful how much can be done by district co- 
operation). It is also remarkable what an im- 
petus is given to trade and what an increasing 
zest there is in it when thru the medium of 
rational and district conferences and councils 
thembers can meet together in trade fellow- 
ship. 

“Unity is strength.” This truth is recognized 
in kindred branches of our craft by the exist- 
ence of strong trade societies. The Associated 
Booksellers of Great Britain and Ireland is 
the armory of the book-trade: it gives confi- 
dence and an organization for practical co- 
operation. 
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Making Vacation Reading 
Attractive 


face omg is a great opportunity for stimy- 
lating interest in the school studies by en. 
couraging outside reading on the subjects 
studied in school. This reading should tbe 
voluntary to be of value; and it will be yol- 
untary if the right approach to the child js 
made. 


In their reading for pleasure, children want 
stories. These may be fact or fiction so long 
as they are told in story form. Frequently 
children who have attained the mature age 
of ten, disdaining fairy tales, will read only 
true stories. They read with eagerness “The 
Story of Cotton,” “The Story of Lumber,” 
“The Story of the New York Police.” Con- 
sider the appeal that these very same books 
would have if they were called respectively, 
“The Cotton Industry,” “A Treatise on the 
Lumber Industry,” and “A Critical Survey of 
the Police Force of the City of New York.” 
Not one would ever stir from the shelf! The 
title need not contain the word “story” if it 
is sufficiently engaging, like “A Tenderfoot 
with Peary,” by George Borup, or “Buc- 
caneers and Pirates of Our Coast,”. by Frank 
Stockton, or “The Ocean and Its Mysteries,” 
by A. Hyatt Verrill. There is hardly a sub- 
ject studied in school which does not hold 
enormous possibilities for entertaining outside 
reading, a fact which many schools recognize 
by compiling supplementary reading lists. 


Since many parents fail to take intelligent 
interest in children’s reading, the responsibil- 
ity for their reading outside of school; as well 
as in, falls upon the teacher. 


A means of bringing the child’s reading to 
the attention of his parents, and at the same 
time of giving him a great amount of pleas- 
ure, is to start him on the way toward col- 
lecting a library of his own. Once his interest 
in the growing library has become aroused, 
parents might make a practice of adding a 
book to mark the end of each school year, 
with possibly even a set of the child’s favorite 
author at graduation. 


It is quite an established custom now for 
school children to form vacation reading 
clubs. A wide range of books suitable for 
any age may be selected for use by the club 
from lists supplied by stores and _ libraries. 
Each member of the club must keep a record 
of the books that he reads during the summer, 
and upon returning to school in the fall, those 
members who have read the number previously 
agreed upon should be honored in some suit- 
able manner, by having their names placed 
upon an honor roll, or wearing a badge, or 
receiving a diploma, for children greatly value 
these outward signs of inward culture.

Obituary Notes 
DAVID B. CLARKSON 

Davin B. CLARKSON, president and founder 
of the David B. Clarkson Co., Chicago, one 
of the largest mail-order book houses in 
America, died of heart disease at his home 
on June 29th. He had been in seeming good 
health the previous night. A reading lamp 
was lighted at the head of the bed and a 
magazine was in his hands when he was found 
dead in the morning. Mr. Clarkson was born 
in Alabama and came to Chicago thirty years 
ago. He obtained employment in the publish- 
ing business, and twenty-one years ago 
founded the company which bears his name. 
His original and striking methods in adver- 
tising and selling brought him a large measure 
of success. His publicity slogan, “A Train 
Load of Books” became famous everywhere. 
During the past ten years, he developed other 
interests in Texas, and spent much time in 
that state. 


MARY J. SERRANO 


Mrs. Mary J. SERRANO, poet and translator, 
who died on July Ist at her home in New 
York, was the widow of Juna E. Serrano. 
She was born in Castlebar, Ireland, coming 
here as a schoolgirl. After her marriage, she 
devoted herself to literary work and published 
wo volumes of poems, those best known being 
‘Destiny” and “Asphodel.” Her translation 
of “The Journal of Marie Bashkirtseff” had a 
large sale in this country and England. Among 
he Spanish novelists she introduced to Eng- 
lish readers were Juan de Valera, Emilia 
Pardo Bazan and Perez Galdos. 


ARTHUR W. MARCHMONT 


ArTHUR W. Marcumont, English novelist, 
vho published a score or more of novels, died 
at Bath on July 1st. He was born in 1852, 
pnd after graduating at Oxford, he entered 
ournalism, which profession he abandoned in 
804 to write fiction.

Son & Stiles of London, includes 4,436 
records of rare books sold at auction in Lon- 
don, Edinburgh and Glasgow from October 3, 
1922, to December 20, 1922. 


The latest addition to the forces that are 
cataloging the Henry E. Huntington Library 
is Captain R. B. Haselden, well-known to the 
collectors of London and New York. His 
special work will be in connection with the old 
manuscripts which are numerous and valuable 
in this famous collection. 


The current catalog issued by Meredith 
Janvier, 14 West Hamilton Street, Baltimore, 
and consisting of miscellaneous rare and curi- 
ous books, including first editions of English 
and American authors, old romances, Beadle’s 
Dime Novels, Americana, and prints, is well 
worth the attention of booklovers. It con- 
tains 754 lots. 


The leading article in the June Bookman’s 
Journal deals with “Book-Hunting in Italy” 
by Gordon Craig; G. S. Layard writes of 
“The Strange Story of “The Monster’ and 
Two Prints”; Charles F. Heartman about 
“The New England Primer”; D. S. Meldrum 
of “Dry Points of C. W. Cain” with illustra- 
tions; and G. H. Sargent of “The Authorship 
of ‘On Board of the Equator,’” a broadside 
by Robert Louis Stevenson. 


After many years of painstaking work 
Maurice Buxton Forman has completed his 
“Bibliography of the Writings in Prose and 
Verse of George Meredith.” It makes an 
octavo volume of 324 pages and is nublished 
by The Bibliographical Society in a limited 
edition printed by the Dunedin Press of Edin- 
burgh. The four parts of the work describe 
the editiones principes, contributions to period- 
ical literature, collected editions, and Mere- 
dithiana. There is much in the notes about 
the manuscripts of Meredith, many of which 
are still in existence. 


A definitive edition of the works of Samuel 
Butler is promised by Jonathan Cape of Lon- 
don. It will be called the Shrewsbury edition 
and will contain twenty volumes, the first 
two of which will be published in September. 
It will include works of Butler’s which will be 
unobtainable in any other form, including the 
life of his grandfather, Bishop Butler, which 
has been out of print for a number of years. 


The edition will be limited to 750 sets, half of 
which have been secured for America. 


Sarah Bernhardt’s library, notable chiefly 
for its de luxe editions, and first editions of 
modern French authors, including many pre- 
sentation copies, recently sold in Paris, brought 
a little over $12,000. A copy of Rostand’s 
“L’Aiglon,” with the inscription,” “‘L’Aiglon’ 
is nothing more than a book equipped only 
with pages when you, Sarah, do not lend it 
the two wings of your spirit,” in the hand- 
writing of the author, brought $900 and, it is 
said, was bought for an American. The cables 
reported that American competition added 
considerably to the prices realized and that 
French dealers resented the interference of 
American interests in the bidding. 


A collection of 3,000 volumes on the French 
Revolution has been presented to Princeton 
University by James H. McGraw of this city. 
This collection was made by the late William 
D. Weaver of Charlotte, Va., a naval and 
electrical engineer. In making the donation 
to Princeton thru President John Grier 
Hibben, Mr. McGraw said that he was 
prompted by his high regard for Mr, Weaver 
and by the motive to make the valuable col- 
lection available to students of Princeton and 
“to show my appreciation of what Princeton 
University has done for the higher education 
of young men of our time, including three of 
my Own sons.”
